The Examiner characterized Group IV as "error detection/correction and 
fault detection/recovery." However, the Group IV claims (claims 26-30) are drawn to 
various aspects of operating Pulse Amplitude Modulated (PAM) devices and systems having 
multiple modes of operation ("multi-mode PAM" devices and systems) and methods of 
operation thereof In contrast, the subject matter in Groups I, II, and III does not encompass 
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any aspect of multi-PAM systems. Newly added claims 124-182 all read on various aspects 
of multi-PAM systems. Thus, it is believed that the newly added claims are within the scope 
of Group IV. 
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
